The infamous so-called Balfour Declara- 
tion was accordingly couchecT in critic 
language, that concealed from Christians, 
the fact that Great Britain was obligated 
to turn over Palestine to Zionists for their 
future Zionist sovereign state, as Great 
Britain’s compensation to Zionists for rail- 
roading United States into World War I, 
as Great Britain’s ally to defeat Germany. 

Six known drafts of that cryptic com- 
munication were exchanged between Zion- 
ist leaders in London and Washington, 
between April 6, 1917, the date the United 
States declared war against Germany, and 
November 2, 1917, before cryptic language 
for the communication was finally agreed 
upon by Zionist leaders. The cryptic lan- 
guage for their November 2, 1917 draft 
adequately concealed from Christians the 
objectiye of the notorious 1916 London 
'Agreement, still keeping the terms secret. 

A copy of the acceptable communication 
was forwarded from Washington to Lon- 
don, to Arthur Balfour, Great Britain’s 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, with instruc- 
tions to transcribe the draft onto the official 
stationery of Great Britain’s Foreign Office, 
and to deliver an executed copy to Lord 
Rothschild in London, the same LordBoths- 
child who assisted in preparing the cryptic 
communication, Zionist No. 1 master-mind. 

The cryptic communication referred to 
as the infamous Balfour Declaration re- 
ceived that name only from the fact that 
Arthur Balfour affixed his signature to the 
letter delivered to Lord Rothschild, By any 
stretch of the imagination, that cryptic 
communication was not in any sense a 
“declaration" by Arthur Balfour. Zionist 
leaders wanted the signature of Arthur 
Balfour affixed to that letter as GreatBrit- 
ain’s Minister for Foreign Affairs, to lend 
prestige to that cryptic communication- as 
Zionist propaganda, when the time arrived 
bo use that communication as propaganda.

, afrion appears below exactly as written: 
Foreign Office 
November 2, 1917. 

Dear Lord Rothschild, 

I have much pleasure in conveying to you 
on hehalf of His Majesty’s Government the 
following declaration of sympathy with the 
Jewish Zionist aspirations, which has been 
submitted to and approved by the Cabinet. 
His Majesty’s Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for tho Jewish people, and will use 
their best endeavors to facilitate the' 
achievement of this object, IT BEING 
CLEARLY UNDERSTOOD THAT NOTH- 
ING SHALL BE DONE WHICH MAY 
PREJUDICE THE CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS 
RIGHTS OF EXISTING NON-JEWISH 
COMMUNITIES IN PALESTINE or the 
rights or political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country, 

I will be happy if you would bring this 
Declaration to the knowledge of the Zion- 
ist Federation.

In this day and age, it seems impossible 
that any sane persons would interpret that 
infamous so-called Balfour Declaration as 
a “bill of sale" for Palestine, from Great 
Britain to Zionists. Great Britain could 
not honorably promise 'something which 
Great Britain did not own, as a considera- 
tion in exchange' for something of value. 
In all history from the beginning of time, 
Great Britain never* owned a square inch of 
Palestine that Great Britain eould promise 
as Great Britain promised Palestine to 
Zionists, a crime if done by individuals. 

In 1920 the League of Nations directed 
t h a La n.e 1 e c t io a h e Jie Id _i n_Pa Ie s t i n e_a s_s op n 
as arrangements could be made to hold an 
election, to create the Government of Pales- 
tine. The League of Nations also directed 
that-the population of Palestine decide for 
themselves the country they wished to act 
as Palestine’s "temporary administrator,” 
under which the election to create the 
Government of Palestine was to be con- 
ducted, as provided in Article XXII of the 
League of Nations Covenant for an election. 

In steps taken to select a country to act 
as “temporary administrator” of Palestine, 
eighty-two percent (82%) of Palestine’s 
total population asked for the United States 
to act as Palestine’s temporary adminictra- 
tor. The choice was made when there were 
in Palestine 700,000 Christians and Mos- 
lems, and 50,000 Zionists, of whom about 
one-half were non-Zionist and anti-Zionist, 
long-resident orthodox religious pilgrims. 

Advised of that choice, Great Britain 
and Zionists immediately took steps to 
prevent the United States from acting as 
Palestine’s temporary administrator. Great 
Britain and Zionists saw the danger, that 
Great Britain would be unable to turn over 
Palestine to Zionists for their future Zionist 
sovereign state, if the United States acted 
as Palestine’s temporary administrator, and 
promptly held the election to create the 
Government of Palestine, as then required. 

If the United States held the election 
"promptly, to-elect the Government of Pal-, 
"estine, the Government of Palestine created 
by that election would surely not be a 
Zioliist sovereign state. With a Palestine 
population at that time of 700,000 Chris- 
tians and Moslems, and 50,000 Zionists, 
non-Zionists and anti-Zionists, the elected 
Government of Palestine could not possibly 
become the future Zionist sovereign state. 

To insure against any possibility that the 
United States might act as Palestine’s tem- 
porary administrator, Great Britain im- 
mediately stationed 200,000 British troops 
in Palestine, to act as a shield behind which 
Great Britain planned to transplant . the 
necessary number of Zionists into Palestine 
from eastern Europe, to create a Zionist 
majority in Palestine’s population as quick- 
ly as possible, and Great Britain also im- 
mediately flew Herbert Samuel from Lon- 
don to Palestine, announcing to the world 
upon Herbert Samuel’s arrival in Palestine, 
that Great Britain had designated Herbert 
Samuel as Palestine’s High Commissioner, 
and that Great Britain would thereafter act 
as "temporary administrator” of Palestine, 
under Article XXII of the League of Na- 
tions Covenant. This was. bad news to Pal- 
estine’s population, to the United States 
and to members of the League of Nations, 

The opposition by Palestine's 700,000 
Christians and Moslems made little differ- 
ence to Great Britain or to Zionists. The 
King-Crane Report, on Great Britain’s 
double-crossing of United States, strongly 
condemned Great Britain and Zionists for 
their interference in Palestine’s affairs. 
President Wilson had ordered the King- 
Ci'ane investigating committee to report to 
him in person, after visiting Palestine to 
obtain the facts first-hand for him. The 
King-Crane Report was withheld from 
President Wilson, who died several years 
later without ever having seen the King- 
Crane Report, so successfully kept secret. 

If the recommendations made in the 
King-Crane Report had been implemented,

I have a dream about my people. I ’dream 
of separate dovolopment for the races. I 
dream of the day when I can live in a com- 
munity that is all black and whose municipal 
government will be operated by black people. 

I dream of negro lawyers, doctors, engineers 
and other professional people that are serv- 

I dream of negro hotels as fine as any in 
the land, I dream of fine negro exclusive 
restaurants for those negroes who are ex- 
clusive and wealthy enough to patronize 
them. 

We can accomplish this if we work to- 
gether, pool our resources, and direct our 
talent and energy in the proper way. We 
can build business establishments and factor- 
ies and -we can operate them ourselves 
eventually. 

Right now and in the foreseeable future 
we need the white man and he needs us; but 
separate dovolopment for future geographical 
separation is a goal both black and white 
can work towards. 

The little city of Mound Bayou proves that 
we can operate our own municipalities. In 
Mound Bayou they do not have a jail. This 
proves that negroes behave better when left 
to their own environment and without the 
frustration caused by integrated leadership 
like they have in the Northern cities. 

I do not agree with the Muslims when they 
.say “Hate the white man” but I do agree 
that black should remain black and white 
should remain white. We should be proud of 
our race. Many negroes are descended from 
royal lineage in Africa and we can point with 
pride to hundreds of famous and wealthy 
negroes. 

How long will we let Martin Luther King 
cause innocent negro children to be used and 
lulled needlessly? He and the NAACP must 
share responsibility for the death of the 
Birmingham children. Let's face facts. The 
white man fought the Indians for this country 
and they are not going to have it snatched 
away from them. The negro would' have no 
hope to win in violent warfare since he is 
outnumbered ten to one even if all other 
factors were equal. 

I would like to make an appeal to all 
negroes to stand on their own two feet and 
tell these integrationist organizations to get 
out and stay out. I propose that when these 
organizations send their professionals to 
picket and demonstrate in the South, 
Southern negroes should voluntarily counter 


picket. It would be appropriate and would be 
a good means of expressing how the Southern 
negro really feels. 

I further propose that when the “Invasion”' 
of the South takes place this Summer, South- 
ern negroes act. I propose that when these 
white students start mingling and mixing in 
negro establishments, the proprietors call the 
police and ask that they be removed. These 
outside white agitators should be told by, 
Southern negroes that their presence is 
neither desired nor needed.

the 5300,000. The publicity seekers such as 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. operate for per- 
gonal glory, and wealth at the "expense of 
their victims. 

“Those who devote their time and energy 
in sponsoring activities that create disturb- 
ances in various parts of the, country have 
ignored entirely the basic needs of the mi- 
nority group with which they identify them- 
selves. They have developed a technique for 
exploitation of the negroes unknown to past 
generations. They have not added one cent to 
the economic stability of the negro race. 

'■There were in the excess of 1,800 dem- 
onstrations in 1963, aside from those of 1961, 
and thousands of arrests of demonstrators 
for whom bail had to be provided and legal 
defense made available. Between $500,000 
and $1 million was needed for the above 
purpose. With this sum of money, together 
with the matching funds from the Federal 
Government, the negroes could have built 
first-class hotels, motels and factories _ in 
several states of the United States employing 
hundreds of thousands of other -negroes, 
and adding millions to the wealth of the 
negro race. 

“As it now stands, the demonstrators and 
Integration leaders have not added one cent 
to the negro or made available to him any 
employment by other negroes. On the con- 
trary, the ill .feeling engineered by the civil 
rights leaders deprived thousands of other 
negroes of jobs they would otherwise have 
had.”

"Negroes must gain economic equality 
through their own initiative before they can 
achieve racial equality.” He then continued, 
"the negro’s economic plight was not prim- 
arily discrimination eo much as it is the 
negro’s lack of desire to improve .his lot.” 

Fuller suggested that civil rights leaders 
might better spend their time encouraging 
negroes to get off public assistance rolls and 
into jobs. 

"If we don’t stop the relief trend,” he said,

will be living on Government reservations 
within the next 20 years.” 

Fuller then spoke to the press gathering 
about the education problem. "It makes 
little difference whether negroes obtain edu- 
cation in all negro or integrated schools.

“The editorial then went on to recount tins 
fact that the governing body of a prominent 
Protestant church group had just called ifor 
^nutual understanding’ with Red China .& /* 
and had urged that the Peiping regime; be 
recognized by the United States and admit- 
ted to the United Nations. The editorial con- 
cluded: 

“It makes us wonder tvhat kind of dream- 
world wishful thinking dominates the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the. . , . Church. 

“There is something topsy-turvy about, the 
guiding body of a Christian church asking 
that the U. S. and the world clasp jthe 
bloody hand of a regime which seeks to ^ex- 
terminate Christianity. 

“The implications of this editorial ar,e clear 
■ — Communists and Communist fellow-troyel- 
ers and sympathizers have successfully 
infiltrated into our churches. The foregoing 
Is not an isolated example by any means; it 
is known that even the pastors of certain 
of our churches are card-carrying Commu- 
nists! The extent of Communistic activities, 
in religious groups is further detailed below. 

“Communism in Religion. From a variety 
of authoritative sources, there appears to be 
overwhelming evidence of Communist jibti- 
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religions activity in the United States through 
the infiltration of fellow-travelers into 
churches and educational Institutions. 

“Tho National Council of Cliurclies in the 
USA officially sponsored the Revised Stan- 
dard Version of the Bible. Of the 05 persons 
who served in this project, SO have been 
affiliated with pro-Conmmnisf fronts, projects 
and publications. 

‘Tn ifs own brochure, the National Council 
of Churches listed the names of the Revision 
Committee and the Advisory Board. Among 
.these were Walter Russell Bowie of Grace 
Church, New York; Henry J. Cadbury of 
Harvard University; George Dahl of Yale 
University; Frederick C. Grant of Seabnry- 
Westem Theological Seminary; and Leroy 
Waterman of the University of Michigan. 
All of these men were affiliated, for example, 
with' the National Federation for Constitu- 
tional Liberties (NFCL). 

“The House Committee on Un-American 
Activities said of the NFCL: *There can be 
no reasonable donbt about the fact that the 
National Federation for Constitutional Lib- 
erties ... is one of the viciously subversive 
organizations of the Communist Party.’ 
Former Attorney General Francis Biddle 
described the NFCL thus: Tart of what 
Lenin called the ‘solar system of organiza- 
tions/ ostensibly having no connection with 
the Communist Party, by which Commu- 
nists attempt to create sympathizers and 
supporters of their program/ ”

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“Reverend Wang was questioned further 
by the interrogator for the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee: ‘Do families try 
to meet at other times between the approved 
oace-a-week meetings In reply, Reverend 
Wang stated: ‘They cannot meet because 
they are not consigned to the same place and 
do not have freedom to travel.

“From all of the foregoing, you can ‘ 
Jndge for yourself how much you must be 
alert, and how carefully yon must evaluate . 
any conversation, speech, article, sermon, or 
book which you may have occasion to hear 
or read if the subject touches adversely upon 
any aspect of the American way , of life — our 
religion, our morals, onr social lives, or our 
political and economic institutions. Wo be- 
lieve in the dignity of man — in the right of 
every individual to choose his manner of 
living, worship, his occnpation, in short, 
everytlihig that ho does, so long as the rights 
OE other individuals are respected. In con- 
trast, tho Communists believe tho state to 
bo supreme — in individual lives, in family ■ 
life, in morals, in religion, in government 
and in the economics of mailing a living.” 

On February 11, 1960, Janies Wine, Asso- 
ciate General Secretary of the National 
Council of Churches, addressed a letter to 
Secretary of Defense, Thomas Gates, en- 
closing a copy of this Air Force Training 
Manual, complaining that the manual was 
in “patent contravention” of the first amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
Stales. Dudley Sharp, Secretary of the Air 
Force, testified he had “immediately started 
an investigation but found that the manual 
had been withdrawn on the morning of 
ti ff, same day that James Wine wrote his 
letter.” What unseen power could have suf- 
ficient force to command immediate with- 
drawal of this manual? 

It is interesting to note here that Secre- 
tary of Defense, Thomas Gates, is a member 
of the Council on Foreign Relations, part of 
the Invisible Government in America, an 
organization dedicated to a one-world social-

It is the reference to the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible that stirred the wrath 
of the leaders of the National Council of

Executive Orders viewed as bid ' 
for absolute power

A brilliant editorial by David Lawrence 
appearing in the Los Angeles Times, Sun- 
day, 23 Mai*ch, 1965, begins with this ques- 
tion: “Will the American Constitution — 
now being arbitrarily transformed by Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court without re- 
gard to the amending process — be util- 
ized some day by a future President to 
build a dictatorship within a centralized 
government in Washington?” 

Mr, Lawrence then gives three factual 
examples of these un-constitutional “amend- 
ments” which place the federal govern- 
ment; 1 : in control of the business and eco-

All this is true — tragically true. But 
there isjmore on the books than meets the 
eye. Let all who still care whether we shall 
be slaves under a dictatorship or a free 
people under our divinely inspired Chris- 
tian Constitution, go to their libraries and 
ask to see ‘the Executive Orders in the ' 
“Federal Register.” 

Initially" 'originating in the Kennedy 1 ad- 
ministration and now firmly imbedded as 
]aw, these Executive Orders may be placed 
into operation whenever a President de- 
cides that there is an unstable international 
- situation or “a financial crisis. See for 
-yourself! 

We shall give you some idea of the. sig- 
nificance of these Executive Orders, for 
they implant the dictatorship and abolish 
the Constitution on pretext of an “emer- 
gency.” 

The federal authority becomes absolute 
and ubiquitous. Your home is not yours at 
all — you qiay be moved from it, or obliged 
to house persons indicated by the “authori- 
ties.” (In Cuba, Castro moved all the -well- N 
„ to-do from hotels and residences and put 
the “proletariat” into them.) 


You may be moved with or without your 
family and put to work elsewhere as suit3 
the federal agency concerned. You may not 
go from place to place without a permit. 

All vehicles public and private become 
virtually federal property. Your car may 
be seized for whatever purpose the federal 
agents see fit. 

Fuel will come under complete federal 
control, as will all else, food, water, medi- 
cine, railways, bus lines, air lines, business 
of all sorts, the exercise of a profession.

your objections by wire, by mail or by a 
march on Capitol Hill.

'These examiners are to have 
the power to certify individuals to vote who 
have failed to qualify under state or local 
laws. The precise procedures to be followed 
(by these examiners are not set forth in the 
J>ill f but are, by its terms, to be promul- 
gated by the U. S. Civil Service Commission 
a later date. 

The-^Attorney- General is empo wered Jtou 
£ct with respect to any state or political 
aub division wherein less than fifty percent 
(of the persons of voting age were registered 
[as of November X, 1964, or, even if recris- 
tered, failed to vote in the Presidential elec- 
tion on November 3, 1964, if he alone deter- 
mines that such state or subdivision main- 
tained on November 1, 1964, “any test or 
device as a qualification f&r voting.” Sec- 
tion 3(a) provides that 'such “test or de- 
vice” shall not be applied to qualify any 
individual for voting in any state, federal 
Or local election, if so designated by the 
(Attorney General, although the same “test

Subdivision which it suits his purpose not 
to so designate! In short, the Attorney 
(General is left free to select the states or

are, full and absolute power to qualify indi- 
viduals to vote under regulations and pro- 
cedures which the bill empowers the Com- 
mission to promulgate. Section 6(b) ex- 
tends this authority to include the designa- 
tion of times and places for application and 
listing of the voters by the examiners. 

Section 7 is so worded as to be inter- 
preted bv the U. S. Supreme Court to au- 


legal remedies available to him under muni- 
cipal, county or state statute*. 

Section 10 permits this wholesale Federal 
invasion of the field of state, county and lo- 
cal elections to continue at the pleasure of ' 
the U. S. Attorney General. And, by provi- 
sion of Section 3(c), states and subdivisions 
against which the Attorney General has 
moved may seek relief only by filing action 
for a declaratory judgment against the 
United States Government in a three-judge 
Federal District Court convened in the Dis- 
tinct of Columbia, from which the sole ap- 
peal is to the U. S. Supreme Court. 

Although not spelled out in the bill, the 
total and sweeping nature of its federaliza- 
tion of broad areas of our state and local 
election processes will, we predict, be inter- 
preted by the U. S. Supreme Court to apply 
to both state and local primary elections 
and to nominating conventions in states 
where party candidates are so selected. By 
this simple device, the U. S. Attorney Gen- 
eral would obtain the authority to dispatch 
examiners and establish Federal control 
over almost every state and voting district 
and precinct in these United States, since 
few there are in which anything like fifty 
percent of those of voting age take pan in 
primary or convention balloting. 

As the Administration's bill now stands, 
at least three-quarters of the Communists' 
proposed Lincoln Project legislation is 
about to become law. This represents the 
broadest step yet taken by the liberal-inter-

These Fed- 
eral agents may be brought in from any 
state or territory of the United States, need 
not be qualified under existing civil service 
laws nor the Classification Act of 1949, and 
may be selected exclusively from the ranks 
of the NAACP, CORE, SNCC, SCLC, or any 
other organization whose coercive tactics 
have compelled Congressional considera- 
tion of the bill itself. 

Section 5(a) gives the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission full authority to prescribe the 
regulations under which the Federal exam- 
iners shall process applicants for registra- 
tion, and it is specifically provided that the 
requirement that an applicant allege that 
he has been denied the right to register or 
to vote under state or local law may be set 
aside by the Attorney General!

Defenders of The American Constitution 

To judge us, both our friends and our 
enemies need only to look at the record. 

We began life as a nation under our di- 
vinely inspired Constitution. 

This basic law of the land stemmed natur- 
ally from Christian ethics. With very few ex- 
' ceptions, the Founding Fathers were devout 
Christians who invoked the Deity for each 
important step they took; prayer was natural 
to them in everything they undertook. Hence 
all our institutions began the day's work with 
a Christian prayer; we, as a nation, “sought 
the Kingdom of God and its Justice." The 
reward was, as the Gospel says: “And all 
these things will be added unto you.” They 
were, and the world beheld a nation incredib- 
ly free and prosperous, carved in a few years 

heritage, both in word and action. First of all 
he r el used to be made our King, because, he 
said, “We already have a King, our Lord 
Jesus Christ. You may make me your 
President if you wish.” And they made him 
President; but after two terms he refused the 
power and honor of a third term and thus 
. set an example that was not dishonored un- 
’til Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s questionable 
ethics and the public’s madness permitted 
him to be elected to four terms. From 
George Washington we received, as part of 
our heritage, his Farewell Address. Had we 
followed it, we would have saved ourselves 
from the succession of un-principled men 
whose technique was so ably described by 
Harry Hopkins, one of Roosevelt's New 
Dealers: “Tax and tax, spend and spend, and 
elect and elect.” 

Since we may assume it was not for this 
un-Godly end that Providence guided the 
heads and hands of those who founded this 
great Christian Republic, and we know that 
“God will not be mecked”; then we must con- 
clude that the time is not far when Divine in- 
tervention, in whatever form, will overtake 
these destroyers of His handiwork. * 

But where do we stand now? In what way 
do we appear to the rest of the world as a 
nation of imbeciles? Briefly, one may sum- 
marize by saying that it is because we have, 
as a nation, abandoned the worship of God 
ior the worship of Mammon. But those who 
may read this may ask: just what do I mean 
by this cliche? 

We take you back to the year 1913. Wood- 
row Wilson was President. Mammon came- 
in the persons of the Warburgs, foreign 
bankers, who sold Wilson, his Secretary of 
the Treasury, William Gibbs McAdoo and 
Congressman 'Carter Glass the bundle of 
boodle they called the Federal Reserve Act. 
The Founding Fathers had placed control of 
our currency in the hands of the Congress 
under Article 1, Section 8, Paragraph 5 of 
the Constitution. Nothing in the Constitution 
gives the Congress the power to divest itself 
cf this control. Therefore, when on 23 De- 
cember, 1913, the Congress, by passing the. 
Federal Reserve Act, surrendered this sov- 
ereign right and duty to a consortium of 1 


private bankers, most of them foreigners, it 
acted unlawfully and outside the powers 
granted to it by the Sovereign States. 

Since, historically, any nation that does 
not issue and control its own currency is 
doomed to destruction, this act on the part of 
the President and the Congress was suicidal. 
It is only a question of whether these men 
acted knowingly or un-knowingly. If the for- 
mer, they were venal; if the latter, they were 
imbeciles. The reader will ask why? 

I can also ask why. Why was this act 
passed surreptitiously, on the eve of Christ- 
mas, when most legislators had gone home? 
Did the foreign bankers find a handful of 
Congress assembled on that day by chance, 
or was there a quid pro quo enjoyed by these 
members for their services? Would this 
( passedjt^c^^^ 

reader may fill in his own answers. I con- 
tent myself by remarking that anyone who 
sells his own country's sovereign right to con- 
trol its currency to a group of international 
bankers is not only venal but also imbecilic. 

In 1044 this monster we created, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Corporation, delegated its il- 
legal right to the control of our money to The 
International Monetary Fund. Thus we have 
surrendered our country to international con- 
trol by means of our unlawful fiscal system.

- A few-years-af ter-the - Communist: Tmty 
was organized in the United States it divided 
the country into 20 districts, California, Ari- 
zona and Nevada originally being included in 
district number 13, with headquarters in San 
Francisco. The important thing to bear in 
mind is that the headquarters for the whole 
of California and adjacent territory has al- 
ways been situated in San Francisco. The 
main propaganda outlet for the Communist 
Party is now at 1408 Market Street, and the 
party high command continues to operate 
from the San Francisco Bay Area. 

On Thursday morning, October 1, 1964, at 
11:45 A.M., JACK WEINBERG (non-stu- 
dent) was arrested in front of Sproul Hall, on 
the University of California’s Berkeley cam- 
pus. Weinberg was apprehended for solicit- 
ing funds at a Campus CORE table set up in 
deliberate violation of University regulations. 
Immediately after Weinberg's arrest, 150 to 
200 students invaded Sproul I-Jall and the 
crowd, which grew to approximately 500 in 
number, imprisoned the police car containing 
Weinberg for a period of almost 34 hours. 
They were finally dispersed at 7:15 P.M. on 
Friday evening, October 2nd. 

FSM FREE SPEECH MOVEMENT 

During the weekend of October 3-4, the so- 
called “Free Speech Movement” was created 
in the 2-room Berkeley residence of AR- 
THUR GOLDBERG. This particular Arthur 
Goldberg is described on page 14S of -the 
California Senate Factfinding Subcommittee 
on Unf- American Activities Report No. 13 
(June ISj 1965) as follows: “Arthur Gold- 
berg, who was a member of both the execu- 
tive and steering committees of the FJ3M 
received 'his early Communist indoctrination 
as a member of the Youth Action Union in 
Los Angeles. At Berkeley he identified him- 
self openly with the more militant Peking 
line of the Communist movement. , ” 

At 12:30 P.M., December 2, 1964, almost 
800 students marched into Berkeley's Sproul 
Hall, singing “We Shall Overcome”, and oc- 
cupying tile building until the arrests began 
at 3:30 A.M. the following morning. These 
individuals Were tried and found guilty of un- 
lawful invasion and assembly in Berkeley 
Municipal Court during June-July, 1965. 

Following is a partial listing of those ar- 
rested in the Sproul Hall invasion of Dec. 2-3, 
1964: MARK AARONSON, BETTINA AP- 
TIIEKER, ABRAHAM BOOKSTEIN, MAR- 
TIN COIIEN, SANDOR FUCHS, JERRY 
GINSBURG, ARTHUR GOLDBERG and his 
sister, JACQUELINE, LEE GOLDBLATT, 
DAVID GREENBERG, PETER ‘ISRAEL, 
HAL ROSEN, EDWARD ROSENFIELD, 
LAWRENCE SHAPIRO, BERNARD 
STEIN, JACK WEINBERG, etc., etc. 

The apparent “front man” for the pec. 2 
■FSM demonstrations was Mario Savio, who 
had no previous subversive record. Other 
leaders included STEVE WEISMAN, JACK 
WEINBERG, and the afore-mentioned AR- 
THUR and JACQUELINE GOLDBERG. 

Tlie first charges of police brutality came 
on December 4. PETER ISRAEL said that 
he was slapped; Arthur Goldberg said the po- 
lice “beat the hell out of him.” Jack Wein- 
berg had screamed and cursed as he was tak- 
en into custody the morning of December 
3rd. 

Tlie previously cited California Senate 
Factfinding Subcommittee on Un-American 
'Activities Report No. 13 (June 18, 1965) 
slates on page 147 “that there was increasing 
Communist control of the FSM immediately 
prior to and after the invasion of Sproul Hall 
on December 2, 1964.” The subcommittee 
also stated on pages 116-117 that “after the 
Sproul Hall invasion it became crystal clear

that the main leaders were Arthur Goldberg, 
Mario Savio and Bettina Aptheker.” 

Bettina Aptheker was at that time a well- 
indoctrinated member of the Communist 
Party, as she admitted more than a year 
later. (California Alumni Monthly, Dec. 
1965, p. 41). In his testimony of March 4, 
1965, before the Subcommittee on Appropria- 
tions, FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover termed 
Bettina Aptheker “a close advisor of Mario 
Savio.” 

FSM FILTHY SPEECH MOVEMENT 

The Free Speech Movement suddenly be- 
came the Filthy Speech. Movement on.March 
3, 1965 when a non-student strolled across 
the Berkeley campus with a sign on which 
was a 4-letter word for sexual intercourse. 
Arthur Goldberg was quoted in the Daily 
Californian (March 4, 1965)' as saying that 
"a guy had a right to express himself like lie 
wants.” 

The strolling sign-bearer was arrested as 
was another, non-student, EDWARD ROSEN- 
FELD, who displayed a sign: “Support the 
F Cause.” 

— VIETNAM DAY COMMITTEE 

According to the May 6, 1966 California 
Senate Factfinding Subcommittee on Un- 
American Activities Supplemental Report 
No. 13 (page 79), “Professor STEPHEN 
SMALE, of the Berkeley campus Mathema- 
tics Department, and JERRY RUBIN, a non- 
student, take credit for having started the 
Vietnam Day Committee and anti-Vietnam 
demonstrations throughout the country.” 

On Friday evening, October 15, 1965,' be- 
tween 10 andJA thousand marchers attempt- 
ed a torchlight parade from Berkeley to the 
Oakland Army Terminal. About 2,000 made 
the same attempt on Saturday, October 16lh. 
The Senate .Internal Security Subcommittee 
(Document No. 72,- October, 1965) had this 
to say concerning the October 15-16 national 
Vietnam protest movement: “The control of 
the anti- Vietnamese movement has clearly 
passed from the hands of the moderate ele- 
ments who may have controlled it at one 
time, into the hands of the Communists and 
extreme elements who are openly sympa- 
thetic to the Viet Cong and openly hostile to 
the United States, and who call for massive 
civil disobedience, including the burning of 
draft cards and the stopping of troop trains. 
This is particularly true of the national Viet- 
nam protest movement scheduled'for October 
15-16.” 

1 BEHIND THE SCENES CONTROL 

The statements recently published by MOR- 
RIS WILLS, who defected to Red China and 
has returned to the United States, reveal that 
there is an elite group of English-speaking 
residents in Peking who have master-minded 
the campus demonstrations throughout the 
world. There are about 15 Americans in the 
group, and its leader is ISRAEL EPSTEIN, 


Contacts are maintained through England, 
and as American visitors to that country 
come and go, they receive instructions from 
the hard-core coterie of Red Chinese Com- 
munists. SIDNEY SHAPIRO is, another who 
takes a leading part in these actions. Wills 
described the operation in the February 22, 
1966 issue of Look magazine (pp. 85 and 91) : 
“When the Americans began bombing North 
Vietnam last year, MICHAEL SI-IAPIRO 
called a meeting of all foreigners in Peking. 
He indicated the Central Committee of the 
Party wanted them to show more enthusi- 
asm for Chinese support of the North Viet- 
namese. They discussed what more they 
could do to develop the movement in Ameri- 
ca on-campuses r among -th e-Negroes and 

every where else — to bring Americans into 
the chain. They were mainly interested in 
professors and students. The Chinese Parly 
envisioned the Vietnamese war coming to an 
end because of the movement in America.” 
FACULTY “ADVISERS” 

From 9/1961 until 6/1964, LEON WOFSY 
was employed as Assistant Research Biolo- 
gist at the University of California's San 
Diego campus. Wofsy is described by the 
California Senate Factfinding Subcommittee 
on Un-American Activities {Report No. 13, 
June 18, 1965) as follows: “From 1937, cer- 
tainly through the next eighteen years lie 
(Wofsy) was one of the most active and im- 
portant Communist officials in the United 
States .... he unquestionably is ihe top ex- 
pert in the lield of organizing Communist 
youth movements. , .” 

Leon Wofsy invoked the oth Amendment 
53 limes during his appearance before Hie 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. 
(Transcript of* Testimony, “Investigation of 
Communist Activities, New York” Part II — 
Youth Organizations, March 16, 1955, pages 
219-229.) 

Wofsy claims to have left the Communist 
Party in 1956. However, the official Commu- 
nist Party newspaper, “The Worker” (June 
6, 1956), had this interesting article concern- 
ing the 2nd national meeting of the Labor 
Youth League, headed and organized by 
AVofsy in Jus capacity as. Youth Director of 
the Communist movement: “After seven 
years of outstanding leadership, Leon Wofsy, 
national chairman of our organization, was 
granted a leave of absence pending the next 
national convention. The gratitude and af- 
fection of the entire league was expressed to 
him as he left to take on other responsibili- 
ties in the people's movement.” 

In July of 1964, Leon Wofsy applied for 
the position of Associate Professor of Biology 
on the Berkeley campus of the University of 
California. Wofsy arrived at Berkeley in 
September, 1964, just prior to the “free 
speech” demonstrations, having come highly 
recommended by a fellow professor at the 
San Diego campus, MARTIN KAMEN. 

PROFESSOR KAMEN 

Beginning jn 1941 , Martin Kamen was em- 
ployed at the Manhattan Project (Cor atomic 
research) which was under the general di- 
rection of J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

On the evening of July 2, 1944, at BERN- 
STEIN'S Fish Grotto in San Francisco, Mar- 
tin Kamen attended a dinner at the invita- 
tion of two Soviet agents. Kamen was at that 
time still employed at the Manhattan Proj- 
ect. Certain aspects of t|ie secret Manhattan 
Project were discussed and classified infor- 
mation was passed on to these two agents by 
Martin Kamen. Kainen admitted all this 
under oath before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 14, 194S. 

Martin Kamen ivas later dismissed as a se- 
curity risk from the Manhattan Project. 
(HCUA Reports — “Hearings Regarding In- 
vestigation of Communist Activities in Con- 
nection with the Atom Bomb”, September 9, 
14 and 16, 1948, pp. 11, IS; “Report oil So- 
viet Espionage Activities in Connection with 
the Atom Bomb”, September, 194S, pp. 181- 
182; U.S. Senate Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Immigration and Naturalization, September, 
1949, pp. 801-823.) • t 

ELI KATZ 

Besides having Martin Kamen for a pal, 
Leon Wofsy is related by marriage to ELI 
KATZ. From July 1, 1963 until June 30, 
1964, Eli Katz was an Acting Assistant Pro- 
fessor of German on tlie University of Cali-

forma’s Berkeley campus. 

In their report No. 259, published April 3, 
'1959, the House Committee on Un-American 
[Activities discussed Eli Katz in this manner: 
"Katz is a member of the District Council, 
Communist Party, Southern District of Cali- 
fornia. He was a delegate to the Los Angeles 
County Communist Party convention on 
'January 5-6, 1957, and to the California 
State Convention, Communist Party, on 
January 19-20, 1957 . . . Katz appeared as a 
witness before the committee on September 
& 1958, and invoked the fifth amendment in 
response to q uestions c once rning Com munist 
Tarty membership and activity.” 

At a luncheon meeting held on April 17, 
1964, the subject of Eli Katz was brought 
before the University of California’s Board 
of Regents by University President Clark 
Kerr. The minutes read in part: “He advised 
ithat a responsible Federal agency has re- 
ported that Katz is considered to be a Com- 
munist, but the matter of membership in the 
party is such that it does not permit them 
to make a public statement concerning the 
case.” 

. The Budget Committee of the University 
Df California reviewed the academic qualifi- 
cations of Eli Katz, and reported on January 
& 1965, that his work was mediocre, repre- 
sented duplication of effort in the field, con- 
tained errors of fact, and that not much in 
a scholarly way could be expected from him. 

University Chancellor Edward Strong had 
[talked to Eli Katz and as of September 24, 
*1964, was not satisfied that he could be re- 
hired in view of the University policy against 
employment of Communists. However, on 
January 2, 1965, the Chairman of the Uni- 
versity’s Board of Regents informed Chan- 
cellor Strong that he could either resign, be 
dismissed, or accept an indefinite leave of 
absence. (Letter of Chancellor Strong, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1965). Chancellor Strong had re- 
fused to give in to the demands of the so- 
called “free speech” demonstrators in De- 
cember, 1964, and was replaced “because of 
health” on January 3, 1965, by Acting Chan- 
cellor Martin Meyerson. 

By May 10, 1965, Meyerson had reversed 
[the position of former Chancellor Strong and 
was ready to rehire Eli Katz without any 
further discussion of his academic and po- 
litical background as described above. The 
lGcal press reported on December 18, 1965, 
that Eli Katz had decided to accept the offer 
[to return to the Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
versity of California as Assistant Professor 
.of German, effective July 1, 1966. 

Martin Meyerson is slated to become pres- 
ident of the Buffalo campus of the State 
University of New York later this year. 
According to a study released on May 14, 
1966, by the American Jewish Committee, 
not one president picked out of an estimated 
■1,000 vacancies at publicly supported colleges 
and universities since 1949 was a Jew. Mar- 
tin Meyerson will become the first break- 
through in tile New York system, although 
one third of the students and faculty are 
Jewish. (New York Daily News, May 15, 
1966). ■ 

One cannot help but wonder whether or 
not the Buffalo campus of the New York 
State University, like the Berkeley campus 
■of the University of California, will now be- 
come encumbered and “heavy laden” with 
the likes of Professors Wofsy, Kamen and 
Katz?

ARTHUR J. GOLDBERG, US. repre- 
sentative to the U.N., at a meeting of the 
UN. economic and social council July 6, 
1966, announced the United States would 
sign the International Convention on the 
elimination of all forms of racial discrimi- 
nation adopted last December by the UN. 
general assembly. 

Goldberg described the convention, or 
treaty, as being in accord “completely with 
the policy of my government and the senti- 
ments of the overwhelming majority of our 
citizens.”

The treaty defines racial discrimination 
as any attempt to deny full enjoyment of • 
human rights and fundamental freedoms 
for reasons of race, color, descent or na- 
tional or ethnic origin, which “enjoyment” 
extends to the political, economic, social, , 
cultural or any other field of public life. 

_ According to UN. officials, twenty na- 
tions have already signed the convention. 
Goldberg will sign for the US. 

So the UNITED NATIONS, the illegiti- 
mate government of the United States, 
will accomplish throughout the entire na- 
tion what the New Jersey and other state 
legislators have been unable to do. Is 
Arthur J. Goldberg speaking for you when 
he says this treaty is in accord with the 
“overwhelming majority of our citizens”?

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Leon Trotsky (Real name Bronstein) 
has been associated in a major way with the 
history of Russia, but he was not a Russian.

FACTS: The Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization (SEATO) is a control apparatus 
through which the United Nations Security 
Council directs the conduct of the war in Viet 
Nam ; — _ _ 

SEATO, signed at Manila on 3 September, 
1954, binds the signatory nations, including 
the United Slates, to the United Nations and 
to the provisions of th United Nations Char- 
ter. ’ 

Article One of the SEATO agreement 
states: 

“Reiterating their faith in the purposes and 
in agreement with the principles set forth in 
the Charter of the United Nations” the 
SEATO participants undertake to refrain in 
their international relations from the threat 
or use of force in any manner “inconsistent 
with the purposes of the United Nations,” 

Under paragraph one, Article IV, the 
SEATO agreement further directs that 
“Measures taken under this paragraph shall 
be immediately reported to the Security 
Council of the United Nations.” 

SEATO is, therefore, a “front” organiza- 
tion or regional arrangement FOR TUG 
UNITED NATIONS military command in 
New York City and the articles of the UN 
Charter apply as they did during the Korean 
war. 

It should be noted parenthetically that the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
contains identical wording, thus providing the 
UN Security Council strategic control over 
American military forces stationed in Europe 
as SEATO controls US. forces in the Far 
East. 

Operational' control of the UN Security ’ 
Council, the war-waging arm of the United 
Nations Organization, is exercised by the Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Security Council. This 
Executive Officer also holds the title of 
Under Secretary for Political and Security 
Council Affairs. He is the custodian of all 
United Stales plans for self-defense and he 
controls all military forces placed at the dis- 
posal of the United Nations in consonance 
with UN Charter Articles 44, 45 and 46. The 
Under Secretary for Political and Security 
Council Affairs is easily the most powerful 
man in the United Nations. 

The individual now holding this UN mili- 
tary post is Vladimir P. Siislov, a Soviet 
Communist. Suslov is the third member of 
the UN Marxist “troika” consisting of U 
Thant, Ralph Bunehe and Suslov. 

On Tuesday, 13 July, 1965, President John- 
son told the American people that American 
soldiers are dying in Viet Nam because of 
United States commitment to the SEATO 
agreement. “We expect to keep that com- 
mitment”, said the President, “Our national 
honor is at stake.” 

SEATO authority over Americans in Viet 
Nam was confirmed by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk on IS February, 1966. 

The accuracy of President Johnson’s state- 
ment is beyond question for Article 25 of the 
UN Charter directs that: 

“The members of the United Nations agree 
to accept and carry out tlie decisions of the 
Security Council in accordance with the pres- 
ent Charter.” 

America’s soldier sons in Viet Nam are 
committed to a United Nations “no-win” war 
under the same kind of UN-programmed 
scenario as existed during the conflict in 
Korea. 

SIGNIFICANCE: 1. With the signing of 
the UN, NATO, SEATO and other “regional” 
treaties, the President and the Senate of the 
United States surrendered the sovereignty of 
our country to a Communist controlled World 
Government.

Lately the press has been full of stories 
about cars which are alleged to be “Unsafe 
at any Speed.” What is really unsafe for the 
Country is the speed with which Jews are 
moving to get a monopoly on executive jobs 
in Detroit. Anyone who understands Jewish 
propaganda campaigns can see at a glance 
th^t they are preparing to move in on De- 
troit in a big way. Pretty soon, auto-making 
will be like song-writing, book-publishing, 
^and-tlie^cinema i ndust ry. The ticket of ad- 
mission to a good job Vulfbe a Jewishrpedi-- 
gree. Gentiles need not apply. 

The Jew, when he moves with consummate 
cynicism to destroy Gentile leadership and 
seize power, always moves, forward behind a 
smoke screen of false idealism. He always 
pretends to be “Doing Good,” improving 
safety, and working for human welfare. 

We have seen what has happened to book 
publishing. Every Jewish, dullard. can be a 
“Great Novelist,” and sometimes it seems 
'that most of them are. One shudders to 
ithink of the contemptible cowardice with 
which Gentile publishers and literary agents 
cringe before the power of the Jewish ma- 
chine in New York. What is called “Ameri- 
can Literature” today is headed down the 
sewers, and, considering tire sorry quality of 
it, we must agree that this is the proper place 
for it. American Jewish literature extolls 
rapists like Caryl Chessman, who seems to 
be the sort of hero American Jews are most 
readily willing to admire. There is no room 
for character and integrity. 

We are now being told that American cars 
are “Unsafe at any speed.” This is a flat lie. 
Our accident rate, per capita, is less than 
that of France, Germany, or even Yugoslavia. 

Yugoslavia kills more people per car-mile 
than we do. To be sure, it is desirable to re- 
duce the accident rate. Driver education and 
highway engineering are the primary means 
of increasing safety. Every driver should 
know that a soft-sprung four-door sedan will 
not comer as well as an underslung sport car 
with a wagon-like rough ride. It is not in- 
tended to do any such thing, or to be driven 
in any such manner. American drivers do 
indeed need a better knowledge of the limi- 
tations of various types of cars. If you want 
to go to the drag strip to challenge the teen- 
age set for an all-out acceleration test, you 
need a certain type of car, certain kinds of 
tires and equipment. If you want to pick up 
a prospective customer and take him on a 
business trip, you need something else en- 
tirely. It is difficult to design an all-purpose 
car which can do everything. I myself drive 
an air-conditioned Pontiac GTO, which 
comes as near as possible. An arrangement 
called “Three deuces” satisfies the teen-agers, 
while the air-conditioner keeps adults cool. 
This car has been driven two years and 
45,000 miles without even a near accident. It 
has traveled three times from New York to 
Florida, and back again, and has been raced 
on a drag strip. I fail to find anything 
wrong with it. On one occasion, on a special 
private road, it was driven for 175 miles at 
speeds around 115 miles per hour. Unsafe 
at any speed? I fail to see any such symp- 
toms. 

The fact is that the. Jews are not interest- 
ed in safety. They are interested in clobber- 
ing Detroit for the purpose of opening up 
jobs for Jews in the executive branch of the 
industry, which has always been largely a 
White Christian stronghold. Host of us 
would not object to a few Jews being hired, 
on a merit basis. We have, however, learned 
by bitter experience how these things work 
out. The Jews clamor for “Fairness,” but 
they do not really want fairness. Once they 
get a toehold, they will take over the whole 
business. When a few Jews get jobs where 
.they can hire and fire other executives, they 
.will lose interest in their safety campaign, 
and will begin to operate their usual system 
of machine politics. Gentiles will be driven 
out of the auto industry, just as they have 
been driven out of the clothing industry, the 
jewelry industry, the cinema industry, pub- 
lishing, and many other industries. The Jew 
Sees not want fairness; he wants a monopoly. 


Jews are now preparing to move in on 
American heavy industry in a big way. , 

The ultimate Jewish aim is to proletarian- 
ize the Gentile managerial class. In the fu- ( 
ture there are to he no Gentile executives, 
no Gentile writers, no Gentile intellectuals.

The present “Car Safety Campaign” issued 
from the poisoned literary world of New 
York. It has nothing to do with safety. It is 
a bare-faced Jewish power-grab, aimed at 
driving Gentiles out of all of the good execu- 
tive jobs, in the auto industry. One would 
think that some day American Gentile TVTan- 
agement would wake up and realize that 
THEY CANNOT LIVE SUCCESSFULLY 
WITH JEWS. The Jew has no intention of 
allowing them to prosper, but intends to wipe 
them out and proletarianize them. In the fu- 
ture, when Jewish power has been perfected, 
no Gentile will be able to rise above the com- 
mon labor level.

MacArthur’s battle plans and gave the infor- 
mation to the enemy. This is how a United 
Nations’ War is run. This is why we say, 
STOP IT. FIVE THOUSAND DEAD Ameri- 
cans and several hundred thousand prospec- 
tive victims join us in the cry— STOP THESE 
UNITED NATIONS’ WARS! 

While the Viet Nam War drags along, the 
UN is having fabulous success with its Civil 
Rights Revolution in the United States. From 
the very beginning the UN made a PRIME 
PROJECT of racial equality, world-wide. 
Through these race wars it hopes to establish 
Black governments all over the world, then 
take over from the Blacks. In furtherance of 
this plan the UN General Assembly, on De- 
cember^, 4L960 r laimched4ts4vorld-wide-race~ 
war with the adoption of GA. Resolution No. 
1514. While the original resolution applied to 
trust territories, the many subsequent resolu- 
tions applied to ALL MEMBER STATES in 
the UN. 

Between 1960 and 1963 the UN concentra- 
ted its racial fire on South Africa and Rho- 
desia. Then in 1963, President Kennedy sent 
a so-called Civil Rights Bill to Congress. This 
bill met with strong resistance but it was far 
less stringent than the one that was substitu- 
ted for it after the assassination. The sub- 
stituted bill, which became the Civil Rights 
Law of 1964, was based almost in its entirety 
upon General Assembly Resolution No. 1904. 
The UN resolution, adopted three days before 
the death of the late President, commanded 
the United States to enact legislation cover- 
ing the fields of: “civil rights, access to citi- 
zenship, education, employment, religion, oc- 
cupation, and housing.” 

Resolution No. 1904 also commanded that 
the government see to it that “All citizens 
shall have equal access to any place or fa- 
cility intended for- use by the general public 
without discrimination as to race, color, or 
ethnic origin.” It provided that race cases 
must be tried in “national” tribunals and the 
President promptly requested Congress to en- 
act laws creating a horde of new Federal 
Courts. The government was commanded 
also to . TAKE^ STEPSNxr^ tmPi^dLate^anrl. 
positive measures to "prosecute or outlaw”'" 
groups or individuals holding views of racial 
superiority. The Congress promptly set to 
work to find excuse for this legislation by in- 
vestigating the Ku Klux Klan to lay the 
groundwork for “implementing’ the UN reso- 
lution. 

Another United Nations resolution, requir- 
ing implementation, was the old Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights which the Sen- 
ate had refused to ratify. The Human Rights 
declaration contained the provision (Article 
23, par. 3) that any man who works has the 
right to a decent place of abode and to have 
his rent SUPPLEMENTED if necessary. This 
provision is in the 1966 Civil Rights Bill. An- 
other item from the Universal Declaration on 
Human Rights is embodied in the Covenant, 
which Ambassador Goldberg promised to sign 
in August (1966) which provides that (Art. 
13, par. 2 of the Declaration) “Everyone has 
the right to leave any country, including his 
own, and to return to his country . . . (par 2) 
Everyone has the right to freedom of move- 
ment and residence within the borders of 
each State.” These will be “implemented" in 
the 1967 Civil Rights Bill. 

The “one man, one vote” law was laid down 
in the various Rhodesian resolutions. A Com- 


mittee of the Congress is now at work to “im- * 
plement” the insidious Article 8 of Resolution 
No. 1904 which provides that “all effective 
steps shall be taken IMMEDIATELY in the 
fields of teaching education and information 
(propaganda) . . . with a view . . . PROP- 
AGATING the PURPOSES AND PRINCI- 
PLES of the UN Charter (NOT the Charter 
itself, but its purposes and principles, what- 
ever they are— ed.), the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights and the Declaration on 
the Granting of Independence to Colonial 
Peoples and Countries (General Assembly 
Resolution No. 1514).” 

Actually what is BEHIND this is General 
Assembly Resolution No. 1904, Article 8, 
whicli COMMANDS that the government 
take immediate steps to PROPAGATE in the 
schools and elsewhere the PURPOSES AND 
-PRINCIPLES-oMhfrCharter-of-tiie -United- 
Nations, the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, and the Declaration on Colonials. 
NEW TEXTBOOKS would have to be writ- 
ten for this; — textbooks with NO MEN- 
TION of our national heritage or our nation- 
al documents such as the Constitution and 
Bill of Rights and the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

The Congress is now forced to find a way 
to “implement” this UN directive, and accord- 
ing to a James J. Kilpatrick report in Miami 
Herald for September 5, 1966, “the Congress 
has dutifully buckled down to business.” 

As usual NOTHING is said in these Com- 
mittees of Congress about the REAL source 
of the proposed legislation. In this instance 
the majority of the Committee quite evident- 
ly believed that the whole thing centered 
around a scheme to “integrate” the text- 
books. They had not heard of Article 8 of 
General Assembly Resolution No. 1904 which 
COMMANDED the President to see that the 
schools began “PROPAGATING” the PRIN- 
CIPLES and PURPOSES of the United Na- 
tions, the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights and the Declaration on Colonial Peo- 
ples and Countries. These Committee Mem- 
bers do not know they are in the act of abol- 
ishing from American textbooks all reference 
to the great American Republic, its incom- 
parable accomplishments and its most sacred 
documents. ' With— this item “implemented^-* 
and with the several pending enactments of 
Congress the entire text of the INFAMOUS 
General Assembly Resolution 1904 will have 
been put into effect as Law of our Land. 

Federal officials ADMIT that we hold the 
same commitments with FORTY other na- 
tions that we hold in the SEATO Treaty, 
i.e. Viet Nam.

U.N. IS NOW GIVING ORDERS 
TO THE UNITED STATES 

By P. A. DEL VALLE, President

FACTS: (1) On 20 November, 1963, the 
General Assembly of the United Nations 
adopted unanimously: “The Declaration On 
The Elimination Of AH Forms of Racial Dis- 
crimination.” 

(2) All 11 articles of this “declaration” 
are being accepted by our Federal Govern- 
ment as “The Law of the World.” 

(3) Each one of the 11 articles violates 
the constitutional liberties guaranteed to 
American Citizens under the “Bill of Rights.” 

(4) The unconstitutional acts of the Su- 
preme Court, the Executive and the Congress 

"may be "Traced To This” “United Nations 

Declaration.” 

SIGNIFICANCE: (1) In effect, these 
acts on the part of the Federal Government 
constitute an elimination of the “Bill of 
Rights,” as the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution are called. Thus the Federal 
Government has amended our Constitution 
unlawfully. Our basic law requires the ap- 
proval of three-fourths of the States to 
amend the Constitution. This has not been 
done. 

(2) Such brazen misconduct by our Fed- 
eral Government agencies cannot be pun- 
ished by impeachment because it involves a 
majority of the Congress as well as the Ex- 
ecutive and Judicial branches. 

(3) The immediate dangers are: (a) Em- 
ployment of the United States forces and 
armament by the United Nations against 
South Africa, Portugal and Rhodesia in 
obedience to this “Declaration” and Articles 
2, 25, 39, and 45 of the U.N. Charter, and, 

(b) Elimination in our school books of men- 
tion of the Constitution and of the heroic 
acts of our American forefathers by sub- 
stituting therefor the U.N. Charter and so- 
called Civil Rights laws, to make them more 
acceptable to a rabble rousing minority of 
American Negroes and to the black nations 
of the world. 

(4) Unless the American People act now, 
'these acts of our Federal Government could 

result in (a) A Civil War quickly degenerat- 
ing into a Communist “War of Liberation” 
with the concomitant Red atrocities and ter- 
ror and the assassination of public figures, 
or (b) Federal acquiescence to invasion by 
“Peace Keeping Forces” of the U.N. to 
counter our own forces and obtain peace by, 
surrender, entailing World Government and 
World Court, as per the Red Conspiracy, or, 

(c) A second and bloody American Revolu- 
tion to reject (a) and (b) , instituting a Third 
Continental Congress to take the place of the 
absconding Federal Government, starting as 
did the forefathers with an un-encumbered 
Constitution and new, lawful money. 

(5) Since our Federal Government is a 
creature, and employee of the States, as 
specified in the Constitution, its elimination, 
ipso facto, .eliminates the Federal Govern- 
ment What remains, then,. are fifty sover- 
eign, independent States ^without the instru- 
mentality devised for their Union. The gover- 
ments of these States being supreme within 
their jurisdictions are obliged to make a 
decision: (a) Surrender to the usurpers, or 
(b) Pass laws nullifying their participation 
in the United Nations. Any State Govern- 
ment that does not follow course (b) is dere- 
lict in its duty and guilty of collaboration with

our enemies, the Red World Conspiracy. If 
free men do not hang together in this crisis, 
they will surely hang separately after it.

A REVIEW OF OUR SITUATION — - LOOKING FORWARD TO 1967 WITH HOPE 


The limitations placed upon the average 
newspaper are not, often understood by the 
subscriber’s. A paper such as COMSfON 
SENSE that is exposing the enemies of 
Christianity and our country has far more 
problems, particularly since it carries no 
advertising, the life-blood of any newspaper. 

A tremendous amount of coordinated ef- 
fort is expended to get a newspaper on the 
press. Mr. Fred Wortham Jr., editor of the 
New York NEWS-HERALD expressed our 
feelings when he recently said: “Each page 
of a newspaper is a costly product in this 
day and time, and due attention to the eco- 
nomical side of business operations must be 
focused on all operations. Costs of produc- 
tion are going up just as the cost of living. 
Without a favorable percentage of advertis- 
ing, a newspaper would not exist for very 
long . . . The production expense is a most 
vital factor and must include payroll, equip- 
ment and supplies. Newsprint alone is a big 
factor and the subscription fee for a daily 
newspaper does not normally cover this cost 
. . . There is only so much metal and other 
material which can be placed in a page of a 
newspaper . . . When the full mark comes, 
there is nothing that can be done — not 
another line of type can go in." 

In addition to the usual problems incidental 
to any small business, we have a few addi- 
tional ones. Our entire business is one of 
tremendous detail which we pride ourselves 
on handling efficiently. While occasional 
errors do creep in, the fault is not always 
ours: writing is often illegible, letters un- 
signed, or no address given. 

LOOK, TIME and other publications take 
several months to place a name on their 
mailing list; we do much belter than that, 
but it does take time even under the most 
favorable conditions. 

Postal regulations require that all second 
class mail be zip-coded by the first of the 
year. In our particular case, this means re- 
placement of our entire mailing list . . . an 
expensive and time-consuming project par- 
ticularly when one considers the limited staff 
and our even more limited financial situation. 
We are doing our best to complete the Job; 
however, present indications are we will not 


be able to accomplish this change-over by 
the Dec, 31st deadline. In order to allow us 
more time, we are working long hours to get 
our issues out as far in advance as possible. 

The zip-code has evidently not been very 
successful in speeding up the mail as indi- 
cated in recent news articles. Sen. Daniel B. 
Brewster, a member of the Post Office and 
Civil Sendee Committee, in a speech in the 
Senate Oct. 13th stated in part: 

“I am sure I speak for the vast majority 
of my colleagues when I say that there is 
something seriously wrong with the U.S. 
mails. Every one of us has been contacted 
by constituents complaining — and rightly — 
that there are inordinate delays in delivering 
the mail, and sometimes it is not delivered 
at all . . . 

“I want to cite some specific examples of 
chaos: 

“Chicago, 111. — In this city the tieup of 
mail is the worst in its history. More than 
a million pieces of mail are backlogged — in- 
cluding hundreds of thousands of pieces of 
first-class mail — and the end is nowhere in 
sight. The size of the backlog is growing 
each day ... 

“New York City— First-class mail is being 
held up in the post office as long as 24 hours, 
and sometimes longer. Third-class mail is 
being delayed at least a week, and often 
longer. 

“All I can say to my own constituents — 
and I say it sadly and bitterly — is that they 
have not seen anything yet. Just wait. There 
is a backlog of mail in almost every major 
post office in the country . . . 

“The mail is piling up faster than the em- 
ployees can handle it. And the Christmas 
rush has not even started yet. If the em- 
ployee force cannot handle the present vol- 
ume, what is going to happen when the an- 
nual Christmas rush begins? What is going 
to happen is collapse and chaos — unless we 
do something about it in a hurry.” 

Acting Chicago postmaster, Henry W. Mc- 
Gee, said that the tie-up in Chicago alone- 
had stalled 113,000 sacks of third-class mail, 
5,600 sacks of parcel post, and 9,600 sacks 
of second-class mail., Is the COMMON 
SENSE you didn't get in one of those 9,600 
sacks held in Chicago — or perhaps at some 


other point? We naturally receive complaints 
of non-delivery of papers and parcels, but 
regarjlless^of .where the fault lies, \ve are 
always glad to replace orders where possible 
to do so. 

Salaries are kept at a minimum and every- 
one on our staff is underpaid. Several work 
twelve or more hours a day, seven days a 
week. Volunteers and close friends frequent- 
ly ease our burden in, oh, so many ways. No 
one is paid for the articles written for COM- 
MON SENSE. All expenses are kept at a 
minimum and only those items necessary to 
staying in business are purchased. Anyone 
visiting our headquarters can see we are not; 
wasting money on luxuries. Practically all 
our equipment was purchased second-hand; 
our press is more than fiftj' years old, and 
about ready to “retire.” 

During the past few years we weic forced 
as a matter of survival to take many thous- 
ands of names off our mailing list, primarily, 
those who had not renewed for a considerable 
lime. Now we are spending every minute of 
time available and every extra dollar circu- 
larizing new readers as we realize an in- 
formed public is all that is necessary to turn 
the^tide. The recent election results prove 
that. Our No. 1 project for the year 1967, 
is to circularize millions at the grass roots 
level with the truth in a final effort to take 
back our country from the diabolical forces 
that rule her and’ return our nation to con- 
stitutional government. 

Because we are printing the TRUTH, we 
are subject to the most vicious smears, lies, 
threats, insults, and every effort is being 
made to put us out of business “LEGALLY.” 
We can’t spend precious space publicizing 
our daily “trials and tribulations,” or there 
would be room for little else. 

It is difficult for the average person to 
realize what has been accomplished by, 
COMMON SENSE the twenty-one years it 
has been published.

TAX -SPEND -ELECT 

By J. JOHNSTON McCATJLEY 

A long time ago, a brilliant political analyst 
said: “Under a Democracy a country will last 
until those in power learn that they can per- 
petuate themselves through taxation. The 
United States is a Republic, not a Democ- 
racy." 

Ponder this for a moment, then think back 
to most of the political speeches, campaigns 
and rallies. What has been the predominant 
scheme? Promises made what .the candidate 
would do if elected. And whose money does 
any political office-holder use to do all these 
things? The people's money, of course, 
through taxation. Is it possible for a man to 
be elected without promising to do more and 
mbWfhTngsTof fheAnfericarTpe^ 
government? Is there any way in which 
these things can be done except through 
taxation? 

When a person has earned a dollar, he 
feels that he is free to spend it as he wishes — 
all of it. In activating a lesson in arithmetic, 
we might place a dollar in change on a table 
and then count the coins for taxes and set 
them aside. If this dollar represents one of 
two thousand one earns annually (without 
dependents), subtract 20(5 from this dollar; 
the other 80(5 is the taxpayer's. Out of the $2- 
000 figure, subtract $400 for income tax, 
leaving $1,600; but many hidden taxes are 
still to be squeezed out of the remainder. The 
more a person makes, the higher the percent- 
age that goes for taxes. 

Another (with no dependents) who earns 
eight or nine times $2000 annually probably 
pays nearly half of it in income tax. The 
relatively few who earn $200,000 or more 
must pay 91ft on most of it in Federal In- 
come Tax. In addition there may, be a state 
income tax, state sales tax, or both. 

On income tax derived from dividends, a 
graduated corporation tax of 52ft or more 
would be stripped off before a person is hand- 
ed his profit — profit which would be subject 
to tax itself. Such double taxation is under- 
standably disliked by the people who have 
shouldered the payment of theFederal Gov- 
ernment’s bills only to find out what a lav- 
ish spender the government is. 

The original income tax law — the 16th 
Amendment to our Constitution — came to 
just 31 words. From this humble beginning 
the law has mushroomed so that it now con- 
tains 440 thousand words — almost a half 
million — and is so complex that the average 
citizen, even with a very modest income, 
needs professional help to compute his annual 
obligation to the Federal Government. 

The government spends $200,000,000 of its 
revenues each year on simply administering 
the income tax law. There is only about half 
enough personnel to run down defaulters. 
When it first became obvious that the Federal 
Government could not pay its bills through 
the Federal, Income Tax, there came into 
being the hidden, or indirect, tax. This began 
as a luxury tax and it began on a very 
plausible basis. After all, a citizen can choose 
whether or not he wants to pay a tax because 
he does not actually need to purchase lux- 
uries. If he chooses not to buy a luxury he 
therefore prefers not to pay this particular 
form, of taxation. Hidden taxes have become 
enormously important in the financial and 
economic structure of our government. They 
amount to one-fourth of the retail cost of 
one’s automobile, one-third of one’s telephone 
bills, half of the price one pays for gasoline 
and oil. 

What does the American taxpayer get In 
return for his hard-earned money? How is 
the annual $100 billion tax revenue used? The 
largest items are national defense, foreign aid, 
and Federal aid to pensioners, schools and the 
various other agencies which were formerly 
locally maintained. The largest single item 
outside of defense is the interest on Municipal, 
State and Federal debts. This huge indebted- 
ness of over a trillion and a half need never 
have reached its astronomical proportions 
had elementary thrift been observed in gov- 
ernment management. Perhaps the mounting 
debts are one of the reasons our young peo- 
ple have such a sense of hopelessness in our 
times. 

We learn from past experience when a na- 
tion has a tax burden of 10ft of its income

The reading book of THE NEW BASIC 
READERS series by Gray, Monroe, Artley 
and Arbuthnot contains no poems whatso- 
ever; no works by well-known American au- 
thors — Whittier, Longfellow, etc.; the 
stories contain no morals. Many stories, with 
costly, multi-colored illustrations, are about 
children of other lands and animals. Twenty 
seven hundred words had been introduced by 
the end of this book in the series, teaching 
reading by memorizing the appearance of 
words instead of by reasoning the sound. 

The speller, MY SPELLING by Yoakam 
and Daw, is on the same order with more 
emphasis on the use and meaning of words 
than on phonics and word structure. A dic- 
tionary which concludes the speller “defines” 
the word “Bible” in book four as telling us to 
love our neighbors. 

The language book, OUR ENGLISH LAN- 
GUAGE EVERY DAY by Bailey, Barnes and 
Horrocks, has a cowboy in multicolor on the 
cover and bucking bronco on the fly leaf, 
stooping to the child's level. Its units have 
such titles as “Just for Fun,” “What’s Your 
Hobby,” “A Trip to the Moon,” making learn- 
ing an entertainment instead of serious busi- 
ness. Tile “language” study contains instruc- 
tion on conducting meetings, making intro- 
ductions, telephone calls, making up riddles, 
etc. Grammar is presented haphazardly with 
punctuation, capitalization, kinds of senten- 
ces, speaking choirs, etc., conglomerated into 
* one unit. 

The arithmetic text, AMERICAN ARITH- 
METIC by Upton and Fuller, is copyrighted 
under the “International Copyright Conven- 
tion,” rather than an American work. The 
book skips about moving to a new subject be- 
fore an old one is mastered: long division, 
fractions, back to long division, back to frac- 
tions, etc. The word “groups” is used instead 
of numbers,” as putting together “groups” of 
the same thing, making arithmetic a social 
collectivist matter. Multiplication tables are 
not taught: instead, the child must memorize 
“facts”: 2 ’ 3 

These facts go no x2 x4 

higher than 9's, 

making it easy to count 4 12 

on the fingers. 

ADVENTURING IN SCIENCE by Craig 
and Hill, emphasizes the social utility of Sci- 
ence and not knowledge for knowledge’s sake. 
Emphasis is on experience: students are not 
' just taught that heat rises — they hold a 
thermometer near the floor, then the ceil- 
ing. (In classrooms much blackboard space 
for drilling is replaced by aquariums, etc., for 
object lessons) . The book teaches as fact the 
• theory (man’s guess) that man “evolved” 
from lower animal, contrary to Bible teach- 
ings that God created man in His own image 
and commanded every living thing to bring 
forth after (own) kind (Gen. 1). (Evolution- 
ary theories were developed by atheists to ex- 
plain away God’s miracles). 

A unit entitled “Animals Live Together,” 
has such subtitles as “Bees are SOCIAL Ani- 


mals;” and “Ants are SOCIAL, too.” (To 
communists, man is but a social animal). It 
pointed out how the GOVERNMENT pro- 
tects animals with game reserves, hatcheries, 
etc. (Government tentacles into every walk 
of life is socialism, baby sister of commu- 
nism) . Then a discussion of city planning en- 
sues (A socialist program) . 

A study question asks if the community 
could be more beautiful and livable. (This 
approach creates criticism and dissatisfac- 
tion. True science study is the presentation 
of facts — not the development of young so- 
cial reformers) . Collectivist ideas were sum- 
marized by indicating that alth ou gh peop le , 
have different languages, skin or customs, 
they are alike in many ways and can work 
together (a communist line with the aim of 
a one-world, classless society, with one gov- 
ernment, one religion, and one race — the 
“human” race). The science textbook is 
somewhat of a substitute of theoretical SO- 
CIAL science for absolute science. 

The prize goes to the social studies text, 
EXPLORING THE NEW WORLD by Hamet, 
Follet and Ahlschwede (why all the foreign- 
named authors?). It is a conglomeration of 
history, geography, civics, past and present. 
Much space is consumed in meaningless con- 
versation while “we” take a voyage through 
the land which Columbus discovered. 

The book pushes the laborer; instead of 
listing products, it shows how people of vari- 
ous sections "earn money” and asks the stu- 
dent if he would rather work in a factory, 
mine, or farm, etc. Illustrations depict the 
working man; industry, for example, is not 
pictured as towering smokestacks, or any- 
thing that would represent management, 
capital, or free enterprise, but laborers at 
work. (Communism is a proletarian labor- 
ers’ revolution). 

The text indicates that in 1619 Negroes 
were first put on tobacco plantations in Vir- 
ginia. This is a false impression. The first 
slaves in America wgre possessed by _ New. 
England factory “owners and were later sold 
to southern plantation owners. The book 
gives the impression that the South (land of 
plantations) was backward in agriculture un- 
til the GOVERNMENT stepped in with farm 
agents to show the South how to farm (prop- 
aganda for socialistic government) “services”) . 

Following each unit is listed attitude-build- 
ing activities, books, records, etc. Among 
records it lists the tear-jerker “Nobody 
Knows the Trouble I See,” and among books 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s anti-South disserta- 
tion UNCLE TOM’S CABIN, a leading factor 
in agitating the civil war. (Racial agitation 
is a communist tool). 

Nothing is said of all that the South has 
done for the Negro who pays only a minute 
portion of tax monies spent on himj that 
there are more Negro businesses in the South 
than the rest of the nation combined; that 
the Negro has made more progress in the 
South in shorter time than any other peoples 
in history, at any other place in the world. It 
does not let the future citizens know that in 
1826 there were 143 emancipation societies,' 
103 of which were in the South, nor that the 
South fought the war to preserve states’ 
rights and property rights, and not to keep 
man enslaved. It does not tell of the carpet- 
baggers who pilfered the war-ravished South, 
how the conquerers dis-enfranchised white 
voters, nor that the “liberators” _ did NOT 
provide for the emancipated Negroes but left 
them penniless, homeless, jobless and ig- 
norant, to be absorbed by a war-depleted 
South. 

“Mistreatment” of the Indian is then wept 
over, pointing out how settlers took land from 
them, and wondering if the students could 
have “lived in peace” (communist lipe) with 
the Indians if they had been settlers. 

Then a jump from early settlers to United

Nations, which, according to the book, meets 
to solve problems among nations. Nothing is 
said of the danger of the Soviet veto, that 
UN treaties supersede the U.S. Constitution, 
and that the U.N. is the step before world 
government and destruction of national sov- 
ereignty. (Instead of presenting unbiased 
facts on all sides of a subject, attitudes are 
built favorable to socialism) . 

There ensues a discussion of how immi- 
grants have helped make the United .Slates 
a great country. (Communists want laws re- 
laxed relative to immigration, the souicc of 
much subversive infiltration). 

Little information is given about early 
American heroes or factors in the nation’s 
early history which made it the greatest na- 
tion on earth. There is no memory work 
called for; one activity calls for A student to 
READ the “Gettysburg Address” to the 
class. 

The social studies text spends several pages 
on the virtues of the -Tennessee Valley Au- 
, thefcity, Grand Coulee Dam, etc., (socialistic 
government operations competing with pri- 
vate enterprise). An activity question was 
-on peacetime uses of atomic energy. (Stu- 
dents are encouraged to discuss subjects be- 
fore they are completely informed, thus de- 
veloping potential agitators who are inform- 
ed of only one side) . 

There is propaganda for national parks. 
(The government now owns 40'/< of the land 
area of the United States on the road to a 
total state). The book asks what lessons na- 
tions can gain by the unguarded border be- 
tween the U.S. and Canada (propaganda for 
disarmament). It states that South Ameri- 
can armies would be stronger if they had one 
great leader instead of many (centralized 
power) . In discussing the Panama Canal, the 
book does NOT leach that the canal belongs 
to the United Stales (communists arc trying 
to internationalize the canal) . Selling points 
are given as to why Alaska and Hawaii 
should become states, but no points against. 
(The statehood of these liberal areas, one 
only 18 miles from Russia, the other, made 
up of orientals, is to communist advantage). 

Much stress is placed upon SOCIA1 . living, 
“working together,” and how the GOVERN- 
MENT helps the poor with housing projects, 
etc. (Nowhere does tile Bible or Constitution 
give the paternal government such duly, but 
instead the Bible emphasizes individual re- 
sponsibility. The government can give NOTH- 
ING that it does not first TAKE, but this 
fact is not pointed out in propagandizing the 
welfare state) . 

Projects call for the class to be divided into 
committees to work on activities. The imma- 
ture children themselves choose what; they 
want to work on. One child might do the ma- 
jority of the work; while the “group”' gets the 
credit, destroying individualism, competition, 
and incentive. One might learn much about* 
Michigan by making a products map, but 
nothing about Wisconsin, another group’s 
project. The teacher is one of the group 
(causing lack of respect for authority). 
Group activities have been blamed for teen- 
age gangs in cities; they lay the foundation 
(Continued on Page 4)J

for communal living and a non-competitive 

society. 

In “social studies” one does not learn 
chronological history. Boundaries are noti 
taught — .we are all supposed to he one big 
happy world family. National pride is re- 
placed with a broader relationship with all 
peoples. No threat of communism is men- 
tioned. 

The social studies book emphasizes the 
need of our government's establishing “free” 
schools in underdeveloped countries. Private 
education, centered around the Bible, was the 
'American system; the Bible places this re- 
spon sibility upon pare nts — not socie ty 
(Eph. 6:4, Deutt, 4:10, 6:7) . Public schools, in- 
troduced in America in the 1860's, came from 
Prussia and were advocated by Karl Marx in 
his COMMUNIST MANIFESTO in 1848. 
With the Marxian doctrine “From each ac- 
cording to his ability, to each according to his 
need,” public schools are financed by private 
possessions (tax money) faken from property 
ownere irrespective of their having school 
children, giving others something for noth- 
ing. 

So-called “free” public schools have been 
a blessing in many ways; however, Marx ad- 
vocated nothing that would not serve the “so- 
cial revolution.” Socialized education not 
only affords the privilege of compulsory edu- 
s cation for everyone, but also provides text- 
s books which indoctrinate a whole generation. 

"Progressive” education originated in Rus- 
sia and was abandoned for traditional meth- 
ods after the “reds” completed their take- 
over. This system was instigated in America 
by a group of socialists to train for a non- 
competitive society. Its leaders have long 
lists of subversive records (John Dewey, 
George S. Counts, et al) . It> eminates pri- 
marily from Columbia Teachers College 
which trains teachers of teachers. In most 
education courses only the “progressive” 
method is taught and only the virtues of this 
method. People are not taught how to think, 
but what to think. - - ^ ~ * 

Indoctrination of children begins in pro- 
gressive kindergartens, where world-minded- 
ness is taught by “group consciousness” and 
appealing stories of children in other lands; 
where individuals are not featured in pro- 
grams, but all must perform en masse; and 
where even using crayon from a common con- 
tainer instead of individual boxes has its sin- 
ister implications. 

According to reliable investigations, the 
field of education is second in subversion only 
to that of religion. Communists influence 
education through infiltrating teacher-train- 
ing colleges and teacher's associations, pro- 
fessional journals, and textbooks. A recent 
survey by Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution reveals that 3 out of 4 textbooks are 
leftist, slanted or otherwise objectionable. 

When parents protest about the materials 
being used, indoctrinated educators parrot 
fixed replies: “You are judging the whole 
system by one example,” “Your child has a 
personality defect,” or “is left eyed” or “only 
professional educators are in a position to de- 
cide what is best” (self appraisal) . It is never 
the system. Thus the “incompetent” parents 
and taxpayers are brushed off. - 
' Upon transfer of our son to a. Christian day 
school, achievement tests placed him at- 5th 
year 2nd month, and nine months later at 8th 
year 9th month, proving to us that it is the 
method and noti, the child at fault. Most 
Christian schools use traditional methods 
plus giving a spiritual foundation which builds 
leaders who can withstand false ideologies, 
and character which reaps rewards in eter- 
nity. 

With modem textbooks is it any wonder 
that children grow up with irresponsible, Iack- 
a-daisical attitudes, without ever learning 
how to study, with mediocrity being accept- 
able? Is it any wonder that this nation is de- 
veloping young socialists without foundation 
in Christian Americanism who would be 
push-overs for communism? 

Admittedly, progressive education has 
brought about revolutionary changes during 
the past twenty years — but the big ques- 
tion is: “To what are we progressing?”

AN OPEN LETTER 
TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 


Many times in the past we have said or in- 
sinuated that “Congress does not know what 
it is doing." Now, as of September 25, 1967, 
many badly-shaken Congressmen and Sena- 
tors agree with us. 

A campaign was organized, nation-wide to 
oblige the members of the United States Sen- 
ate tp face (up to) fhe fact that they, i ad 
^neither^coTitroLo^oi^respcinsibility fc^ti 
'Armed Forces o£ the United cSHKat 
power and responsibility had uctu ..\\nsLrred 
to the United Nations with the “Commander- 
in- Chief" himself under mandatory UN dis- 
cipline. 

QUESTION: The nation - wide campaign 
hinged upon a simple question, viz: “If the 
United Nations calls up our armed forces for 
service in South Africa and/or Rhodesia, 
WHAT CAN CONGRESS DO TO PREVENT

Tens of thousands of letters poured into 
Washington repeating “the question” and 
compelling individual members of Congress to 
face the fact that Congress could DO NOTH- 
ING to prevent such a call-up. Those who 
had doubts were promptly set straight by the 
State Department which informed them that 
the Law of the Land now is: 

THE LAW: The President, as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Forces and as architect 
of our foreign affairs, has sole authority to 
deploy the armed forces of the United States.

Vietnam came when the State Department 
persuaded Diem Ngu, who had been living in 
exile in New York State for several years, to 
return to Vietnam to take over the govern- 
ment.

signed the task of pushing the “Sense Resolu- 
tion” through Congress.

Vietnam. Mr. Fulbright is charging now"thaiT 
the President obtained this fateful resolution, 
by fraud and deceit. The slogan-drugged 
Congress did not remember that President 
Wilson had “kept us out of war” while he was 
trying to bait the Congress into declaring war 
and President Roosevelt had pledged "again 
and again and again” our sons would not be 
sent into a foreign war. LBJ pledged both be- 
fore and after the Tonkin Gulf Resolution 
that “American boys will 'not be sent to do 
the jobs that Asian boys should do,” and be- 
cause Senator Fulbright believed him, the 
whole Congress (except 2) voted the Presi- 
dent unlimited authority for action in South 
East Asia.

This “one of the most tragic mistakes in 
American history” has cost the lives of 15,-

wounded. The question now is: Will Congress 
allow that “mistake” to stand or will Con- 
gress voluntarily move to correct it? If Con- 
gress fails and refuses to act — must our 
young men continue to die because there is 
no real representation for them at any level 
of government? The debate sparked by Sena- 
tor Gruening came about because of two 
statements made by the administration in the 
previous week. The Congress was just be- 
ginning to awake from a long, propaganda- 
drugged sleep, and the import of these state- 
ments “got through” to them. 

LBJ had stated in a speech to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association (a sub-committee of 
which had ruled unanimously that the actions 
of the administration in South Vietnam were 
legal in accordance with the Charter of the 
United Nations and the SEATO Treaty) that:

“The use of the phrase, 'to declare war,’ as 
it was used in the Constitution of the United 
States had -a particular meaning in terms of 
the practices which existed at that time and 
which existed really until the United Nations 
Organization.”

NOT CONGRESS is authorized to decide for 
us when, where, why and against whom WE 
go to war. 

It is the failure of the Congress to make 
any effort to REVIEW THE CHARTER OF 
THE UN to UNDERSTAND OUR COMMIT-

sands of treaties, agreements and resolutions 
of the UN, which has led Congress into a full- 
scale war in Vietnam.

(The Rus- 
sian head of the Military Department of the 
UN should be able to use that type of infor- 
mation!) Please remember, the American 
Bar Association report that “WE” are legally; 
engaged in the Vietnam War, not in accord- 
ance with the Constitution „ of the United 
States npr by the authority of the Tonkin 
Gulf Resolution, but in accordance with the 
Charter of the 'United Nations and the South 
East Asian Treaty Organization (SEATO) . 

An awakening Congress struggling weakly 
to its feet, surveys the disastrous wreckage 
evident on every hand.

Review the UN Charter 
and examine its treaties, agreements and 
resolutions. THE MOST TRAGIC MISTAKE 
IN AMERICAN HISTORY WAS THE 
RATIFICATION OF THAT CHARTER. 

One of the provisions of this fraudulent 
“charter” which actually, on the face of it, is 
a Constitution for a new government, is Ar- 
ticle 109’ setting forth that if the “charter” 
had not been reviewed and revised by the 
10th year, the General Assembly would re- 
view and revise it in 1955. This was a TWO- 
PARTY TREATY; why was the U.S. Senate 
not required also to REVIEW and REVISE 
by the 10th year? Because the United States 
Senate, under this treaty, WOULD NOT EX- 
IS21N1955. 

When the 10th year rolled around the Gen- 
eral Assembly decided that if they attempted 


to review and revise at this time they might 
LOSE THE WHOLE CHARTER as they 
certainly would have done in the face of a 
1954 Senate Subcommittee Report that there 
was not enough of the 1945 Charter left to 
amend. It had been euchered out of business 
by the UN itself. Every revision is on the 
agenda of the General Assembly and each 
year it is postponed. 

This was the most important (and fraudu- 
lent) “treaty” ever entered into by the Unit- 
ed States. It was not ONE of the most tragic 
mistakes in American history; it was THE 
most tragic mistake of all time. 

At a press conference, held subsequent to 
the Gruening-Katzenbach-Fulbright debate, 
in defense of his unlimited authority, the 
President asserted that the late Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft approved of sending troops to Ko- 
rea but objected to the way President Tru- 
man had done it without the consent of Con- 
gress. 

r .The fact is that Mr. Taft ?< in his, book, A ! 
Foreign Policy for Americans, reveals his 
vigorous opposition to the whole Korean war 
scheme. Senator Taft, we believe, has estab- 
lished very clearly where we parted company 
with the Constitution. Heed his remarks! “I 
voted for and supported the United Nations 
Charter in the Senate on July 28, 1945. I 
was never satisfied with the Charter and 
stated my criticism definitely at the time. 

“It follows that, except as such policies 
may ultimately protect our own security, we 
have no primary interest as a national policy 
to improve conditions or material welfare in 
other parts of the world or to change other 
forms of government. Certainly we should 
not engage in war to achieve such purposes." 

On page 32, Senator Taft quotes from a 
letter written by F. D. Roosevelt to Premier 
Reynaud: . . so long as the French people 

continue in defense of their liberty . . . ma- 
terial and supplies will be sent to them from 
the United States. ... I know that you will 
understand that these statements carry with 
them NO IMPLICATION OF MILITARY 
COMMITMENTS. ONLY THE CONGRESS 
CAN MAKE SUCH COMMITMENTS.” 

President Roosevelt died before the United 
Nations Charter was approved at San Fran- 
cisco. Then Harry S. Truman became Presi- 
dent and, to settle a dispute at the San Fran- 
cisco Convention, he wired from Potsdam: 
“When any such agreement or agreements 
are negotiated (to provide troops for a UN 
Army) it will be my purpose to ask the Con- 
gress for appropriate legislation to approve 
them.” 

At this point, before the UN Charter was 
approved, Congress still had the power to de- 
clare war. As Mr. Katzenbach so tersely 
stated it: “Until the United Nations Organiza- 
tion.” As reported by Mr. Taft, the change in 
the law became apparent following the or- 
ganization of the UN. He says: 

“On January 11, (1931?) at a press inter- 
view, according to the Washington Post: ‘Mr. 
Truman, whose right to send troops to 
Europe recently was challenged by Senator 
Robert A. Taft, said that he had the power to 
send them any place in the world. .

Some months ago our President offered 
the North Vietnamese a ceasefire and one 
billion dollars if they would form a coalition 
government and be good.

■ He^lansn^rpoui^oTnnny“of--our goodies^ 
not his — into South Vietnam that a stable 
government will result. Then the North Viet- 
namese will look at their fed-and-fat brothers 
to the South and cry out for peace and food — 
and houses and roads and cars and movies 
and TV and the other goodies of the affluent 
society. As is par for the course, this theory 
ignores the fact that Communism has never, 
anywhere, risen from the starving masses, 
but has been conceived, born, fed and admin- 
istered by rich, well-fed intellectuals, from the 
top down. 

The unswerving goal of every Communist, 
high and low, Russian, Chinese, Yugoslav, 
Cuban or American, is the destruction and 
enslavement of the United States of America. 
And then the world. Therefore, there are no 
good Communists, except dead Communists. 
And well-fed Communists are not less danger- 
ous but more dangerous — because they are 
stronger and more successful. Our goal - 
should not be to feed Communists but to 
starve them; not to help them succeed, but 
to make them fail. 

A well-fed world would be like the wolf in 
Little Red Riding Hood — a big mouth, the 
better to swallow you with, my dear!

later . . . according to the press: ‘He repeated 
that his Constitutional authority did not de- 
pend upon the consent of Congress. . 

^Furthermore, a document was submitted 

to Congress entitled ‘Powers of the President 
to Send Armed Forces Outside the United 
States’ . . . This document contains the most 
unbridled claims for' the authority of the 
President that I have ever seen in cold print, 
In effect, the document asserts that when- 
ever, in his opinion, American foreign policy 
requires, he may send troops to any part 
whatsoever in the world. No matter what the 
war is . . . that may involve us.” 

The absolute authority of the United Na- 
tions to call upon the President to “make 
available to the Security Council ON ITS 
CALL, armed forces, assistance and facilities 
has been understood and recognized by every 
president from Truman to Johnson — yet 
Congress knew nothing about it! They have 
watched the United States forces dragooned 
into undeclared wars in Korea and Vietnam 
under laws of which they are completely ig- 
norant. Now, as they strive frantically to get 
our young men out of Vietnam they are 
blandly and insolently informed by the Presi- 
dent and over-educated upstarts from De- 
fense and State that the President has full 
authority to send them any place on earth 
and to pin them down for ten to fifty years 
if he so desires. 

It has been demonstrated in the recent dis- 
patch of transport planes and crews to the 
Congo, that a vocal and outraged Congress 
can take the starch out of the Administration 
master-minds. The President found it mighty 
expedient to call home the transport planes 
and their crews. After all, Congress still be- 
lieves it has the power of impeachment, and 
might try to use it.

I have i 
things which attract them. First of all, I have 
gregarious youngsters of my own. I have col- 
lections of weapons and military insignia 
from all the world.

These youngsters are willing to fight. But 
for what? This is the question they always 
ask me: "WHAT IS THE SOLUTION?” 
Where is the banner of righteousness to 
which we may bring our young idealism? 
Which cause should we espouse? Which po- 
litical faction should we join? I must confess 
that I have no answer for them. I myself 
have been looking for the "solution” for 
thirty years and have not found it. Most 
causes, organizations, political organizations, 
and even churches are today in the hands of 
an element known in the vernacular as “The 
Phonies.” I tell my young friends frankly 
that they have been bom into a bad time, a' 
fundamentally ■wicked age in which a great 
disaster is now virtually inevitable. This 
seems a gloomy thing to tell young people. If 
they wish to hear glib, pleasant lies, the com- 
munications industry has thousands of people 
working at the production of such? and they 
can take their choice.

and statecraft of the old. Where are the “Eld- 
er Statesmen” who will provide the leadership 
which the idealistic young so eagerly seek? 
In thirty years, I have not found them. I 
have reached the conclusion that the poet 
Yeats was right about our times. We have 
come to a time when the wicked are full of 
passionate intensity, while the good lack all 
conviction. 

The great evil dragon of our times is the 
World State idea. Your university, your mass 
media, even perhaps your church, will pre- 
sent this idea to you as the ultimate in Ideal- 
ism. A slab-like building, located on the east 
side in New York, purports to be the head- 
quarters of the parliament of the world Pro- 
fessor Arnold Toynbee, the poor man’s 
Spengler, has written a good statement of the 
One-World idea in the April 20, 1967 issue of 
Saturday Review, under ,the title Peace, Em s 
pire, and World Government. ‘If this is avail- 
able in your public library, perhaps you ought 
to read it. THEN REALIZE THAT THIS 
WORLD STATE TOYNBEE IS TALKING 
ABpUT IS THE ANTI-CHRIST. It may toe 
difficult for you to understand this at first. 
Professor Toynbee presents a polished, intel- 
lectually-competent, slick argument for the 
World Government which he says will save 
us from atomic war. If you are young and in- 
experienced, it may be difficult for you to see 
the holes in Toynbee’s arguments. 

The “World State Gang” have already prov- 
en, during their quest for power, the real na- 
ture of their character and intentions. Un- 
happily, you are not likely to know this. The 
mass media today are owned by the World 
State gang. The educational system is dom- 
inated by them. The literary world of New 
York is their private cesspool. Today intel- 
lectual integrity is largely a fugitive thing. 
The centers of power in our civilization have 
already been captured by the World State 
gang. The funny little men of the political 
left and the political right do their' bidding. 
You have grown up in the midst of clamorous 
din of propaganda generated by them. 

There is one place where you ought to be 
able to find the basic truth. You ought to be 
able to find it in your church. Unhappily, you 
won t find it there. Our churches, of what- 
ever faith, have become mass media, and 
they respond to the same controls which gov- 
ern the rest of the mass media. As sources 
of genuine religious faith, they are bankrupt. 

I know some young people who are always be- 
ing converted from one religion to another, or 
from religion to atheism, or vice versa/ In 
these times, they should know that they are 
not really making much of a change when 
they make these switches. Today the clergy 
and the atheists are both working hard at the 
same trade; SOCIAL CONTROL. The athe- 
ist is not loyal to atheism, any more than the 
churches are loyal to religion. The atheist 
claims not to believe in the supernatural, but 
let somebody set up an idol, and like as not he 
will bow down before it. Some members of the 
World State Establishment” are known to 
believe that paganism is the best way to con- 


trol the people. Christianity is not deemed 
suitable because of its irksome ethical and 
moral concepts. Bluntly, the World State 
wants a WICKED religion, a prostitute re- 
ligion which will endorse any wickedness 
which might come into their minds. If you 
are a young man today, you will see the em- 
ergence of such a religion during your life- 
time. It will be a dynamic religion, and it will 
be exploded into the world with great force. It 
will be supported.by the power-holders every- 
where. It will be compulsory. It will seek 
ruthlessly to replace Christianity. It will be 
promoted by all the mass media of the world. 
It will be almost universally accepted. 

There is said to be a “generation gap” be- 
tween your college generation and older peo- 
ple. There is indeed a gap, a great, wide 
chasm. Anyone fifty years old belongs to a 
tinvi. which was called “the modermage.” The 
modem age was a great age, and I shall say 
nothing against it. Your generation is the 
first “post modern” generation, and you are 
living in an entirely different age from the 
age in which your parents lived. Let us face 
it: the modern age is over. It ended rather 
Prematurely, and never fully realized its pos- 
sibilities. This fact has been duly lamented by 
Professor Revilo P. Oliver jn a series of dis- 
tinguished articles in the AMERICAN MER- 
CURY and WESTERN DESTINY. These 
articles ought to be read by every thinking 
American. I am really afraid though, that 
Professor Oliver is fighting a lost ; battle. The 
treason of the big rich has created a gap in 
American leadership which is virtually insur- 
mountable. 

This is the real evil of Marxism. Marxism 
gave the big rich a chance to revel in tempt- 
ing evil, and to blame it all on the poor. Be- 
fore we upbraid the big rich too. severely for 
succumbing to this temptation, let- us face the 
fact that it was a terrific temptation. It was 
the same temptation which Satan is said to 
have offered to Christ on the • mount aintop: 
NOW YOU HAVE THE POWER TO TAKE 
ALL THE KINGDOMS OF THE WORLD. 
The big rich, like us lesser mortals, are only 
flesh and blood, and when they saw this temp- 
tation they flew into it like motlis flying into 
a candle.

progress, express their solidarity with all 
other struggling people, and be a historic 
contribution to world culture.” 

The power of music for good or evil pur- 
poses has been known since before the time 
of Christ. Plato wrote in the Republic that 
"the introduction of a new kind of music 
must be shunned as imperiling the whole 
State; since styles of music are never dis- 
turbed without affecting the most important 
political institutions.” In the 1950’s came 
Rock 'n Roll and then in the 1960’s came the 
Beatles with their new sounds and repetitive 
-lyrics.- --Theseme\wsourrds uncovered a mode 
of music that dates back to ancient Greece 
and which had remained dormant until un- 
wittingly unearthed. Pythagoras and other 
Greek philosophers of the 6th Century B.C. 
worked out this mode of music, characterized 
by an ecstatic, orgiastic beat. It is interesting 
to note that this mode of music was eventu- 
ally condemned by the ancient Greeks as 
"being too lascivious.” 

Needless to say, the Communists have, not 
entered into the field of music for any hu- 
manitarian purpose. Tile International Music 
Bureau, with its headquarters in Moscow an- 
nounced in 1933 in the magazine "Soviet 
Music” "... we can be successful in our 
efforts only if we know how to transplant 
our political slogans to the sphere of music.” 
This transplanting of political ideas is the 
Communist Master Music Pian to destroy 
'America. In this plan they hope to create 
a sick mind. This plan could be called 
MENTIdDE, a suicide of the mind. 

This psycho-political scheme was begun in 
the United States in 1946. A few of the fronts 
which were established were recording com- 
panies renewing activities for the Commu- 
nist causes and objectives. 

In an official House Committee on Un- 
American Activities Report entitled "100 
Tilings You Should Know About Communism 
and Education” the American people were 
alerted to a pumber of subvemye..orgqiu-, 
zations. Listed as one of the cited organi- 
zations was Young Peoples Records. Karl 
Prussion, a former agent for the FBI within 
the Communist Party, has stated under oath 
that within the cell apparatus of the Commu- 
nist Party this organization was accepted and 
supported by the Communist cell members. 
In David A. Noebel's book, "Rhythm, Riots 
and Revolution,” he quotes Dr. William J. 
Bryan Jr., in regard to a record. The Little 
Puppet, made by a Communist recording 
Company. Dr, Bryan, Jr., states this record 
has "a certain power of suggestion and musi- 
cal arrangements designed to be frustrating 
and hypnotic.” Hypnotic suggestions could 
include thoughts of world citizenship and 
against nationalism and patriotism. 

Why do we allow the songs of this "new 
sound” to be played to our children? Ameri- 
can homes are flooded with vast quantities 
of this violent and orgiastic type of music 
24 hours a day across the nation by radio. 
It is a frightening thing to know that the 
possibility exists whereby our enemies could 
place our youth into a frenzied, hypnotic 
state and send them forth into the streets 
to riot and revolt. We have witnessed this 
possibility as a reality in this very city during 
the Sunset Strip incidents. The voice on a 
record played these days on Rock ’n Roll 
stations argues "It’s our constitutional guar- 
antee” to walk unmolested on the Sunset 
Strip. The record ends with the singer being 
hustled into a police car. 

Is it their constitutional right to knock out 
windows with a tire chain, or dent car roofs 
with a street sign they uprooted, or drop 
lighted matches into the diesel oil lank of a 
bus? Is it their constitutional right to hurtle 
rocks and bottles at police officers? What has 
happened to the respect Americans had for 
private property and law enforcement offi- 
cials? Are we falling for the Communist line 
of abolishment of private property? Are we 
listening to the words that have come from 
tlie mouths of the writers and singers of 
these songs of the "new sound?” These words 
boldly declare their communistic and anti-

In 1966, you paid 4.2% on $6,600 or a total- 
of $277.20 to the Social Security fund. In 
1967, with the .2% increase, you will pay, 
$290.40 into the fund. If you make $6,600 
or more a year, you and your employer put 
in $580.80 each year total.

Suppose you just started work and your age 
was 21, and suppose you work until you are 
65. 

If there were no more increases in Social 
Security payments, that would mean total 
contributions by you and your employer of 
$25,555.20 during the 44 years of your em- 
ployment. 

If the contributions -were placed in a trust 
fund accruing 4% interest per year, the in- 
terest over 44 years would amount to approx- 
imately $22,500. That means at age 65, you 
would have at least $48,055 in your account. 
With that amount of money in the bank 
drawing 4% interest, you could withdraw 
$160 per month for the rest of your life in 
interest alone and never touch the principal. 

If you chose to spend all you had accumu- 
lated in your account, you could draw about 
$560 a month for 10 years before you ran 
out of funds and in addition you could work 
and earn as much as you pleased without 
losing this income! 

The maximum amount payable now under 
Social Security is between $124 and $135.90 
a month.

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EXPONENT OF AGITATION, APOSTASY AND ANARCHY

The death of M. L. King was an odious 
e vent, the repercussions of which have only 
"begun tFm^e'themselv^feirin’our^ubvertr- - 
ed and strife tom land. It is the contention of 
this newspaper that Luther King was cut 
down by the same sinister clique of interna- 
tional conspirators, the same faceless manipu- 
lators of naked power, who killed President 
Kennedy. King was killed, as was Kennedy, 
,n order to create a martyr-figure with which 
to shore up the collapsing world of “liberal 
democracy.” The liberal democratic state 
built as it is upon philosophical absurdities 
and. moral perversion, cannot stand without a 
constant influx of bigger and better lies, usu- 
ally of a maudlin and sympathy-provoking 
variety e.g. “The Six Million.” 

Some day, perhaps in the near future, the 
entire insane structure will come tumbling 
down, but right now we Americans are faced 
with a rapidly decaying society ' assaulted 
from below by a mob of frenzied looters 'and 
arsonists and from' above by the intellectual 
mafia of Jewish academic" shysters who are 
pumping our students full of drugs, treason 
and ideological poisons. 

What relation does this have to the mur- 
ders of King and Kennedy? Simply this: M. L. 
King and J. F. Kennedy were both abject 
slaves of the Communist-Zionist conspiracy. 
Every day of their political lives was given 
over to fulfilling the program of this devious 
plot against humanity. When both became 
more valuable dead than alive, they were 
brutally disposed of. If this is how they treat 
their friends what can we, the vast majority 
of Americans of all races, expect from these 
fanatics whose age-old hatred of the rest of 
humanity is 'the root cause of all the horrors 
that have tortured this world for the past two 
centuries. 

Consider first the assassination of Kennedy: 
Prior to the assassination, Kennedy was 
growing unpopular. The Bay of Pigs fiasco, 
the brutal, tyrannical invasion of the Univer- 
sity of Mississippi combined with the ludi- 
crous, regal posturing of the Kennedy clan in 
general and the vacuous, vacant staring Jac- 
queline in particular had left a bad taste in 
America's mouth. 

That Kennedy was merely a rich fop who 
had made a terrible botch of the Presidency 
was all too apparent to his unseen masters. 
His murder was followed up with a publicity 
campaign unique even in the sordid annals of 
the American press. The fact that it succeed- 
ed in placing the blame for the assassination 
on the “right wing,” despite Oswald’s com- 
munist record, is an appalling testimonial to 
tiie political credulity of the American peo- 
ple, even more appalling than the fact that an 
obvious failure like JFK has been elevated 
into a veritable saint. 

Much the same technique is discernible in 
the King affair. King was killed with a rifle 
as was Kennedy. Both were shot down in a 
southern city noted for its distaste for "civil 
rights.” In both cases the assassins were 
mysterious creatures — and both disap- 
peared: one killed by a strange Jew; the oth- 
er, an elusive composite of photos and rec- 
ords, who has not yet been found and who 
may never be, if indeed such a person exists 
at all. 

Why then was King killed? Simply because 
he had ceased to be of any use — that is, 
alive. His messiah image had faded badly of 
late. Ridiculed by the militants whose doc- 
trine of overt violence represents a more ad- 
vanced stage of the conspiracy than the cov- 
ert violence of King’s pacifism, barred from 
the Johnsonian seances in the White flouse 
by virtue of his opposition to the Viet war, 
King was reduced to playing second fiddle in 
the peace movement to such astounding pa- 
ladins as “Diaper Rash” Spock and “Clap- 
trap” Coffin the chief dervish at Yale. His idi-

otic “poor people’s' march” on Washington 
had all the makings of a< giant flop and King 
himself, lusting and biting rabidly after pub- 
licity, was malting a monumental fool of 
himself by his pompous entry into a garbage 
man’s strike in Memphis. Clearly Martin L. 
was descending fast, and if allowed to con- 
tinue, might have caused tremendous embar- 
rassment to his masters. 

Let us stop briefly to shed some light on 
King’s character. He was in all honesty rath- 
er dim-witted. He understood in a vague 
manner that he was part and parcel of a 
greater conspiracy; but where that conspira- 
cy began he did not know, and where it led 
he did not care just as long as glory and hon- 
or, influence and fame bathed him in their 
spotlights. Freely churning up a mixture of 
Christianity and Marxism, King came to im- 
agine himself an amalgam of the Holy Spirit 
and Karl Marx. In brief, a fraud of epic pro- 
portions but a fraud blessed with the capacity, 
for stirring up half-wits — not southern ne- 
groes or white workers, mind you, but rath- 
er these soft heads of democracy: the dd- 
gooding suburban housewives, the hair- 
brained pedagogues who abound in our 
schools, the social workers, the mitred buf- 
foons and clerical hacks who have turned 
Christianity into a miserable bedbuggism of 
stale slogans out of Karl Marx by “The Na- 
tional Guardian” and all the other damned 
fools who dream their preposterous dreams 
and drool and whimper over every blood-spot- 
ted criminal who raises his head from out of 
the gutter and howls for “rights and revolu- 
tion.” Such people are the stuff of decadence 
and to them King’s ponderous oratory was 
not the same old left bosh absurdly emitted 
and defectively conceived but rather wisdom 
of an occult and fabulous kind. To them he 
was a saint. To us who know his record of 
cooperation with communists and Zionists he 
was at best a montebank and at worst a con- 
scious enemy of American freedom.

This is the legacy of the period of Jewish 
rule in America.
